{xs now confirmed that the 
idea, as auch, fa acceptable 
to all Bly Four powers. 
Details are left open for 
discussion for, wisely, the 
United States did not pre- 
sent more than’ a skeleton 
proporal last December. 
And it is now up to the 
delegates involved to cover 
the bones with a sufficient- 
ly attractive figure to make 
the new ngency acceptable 
to all. 


Perhaps the most atriking 
feature of Mr Kusnetzov’s 
speech to the Assembly was 
his moderate and concllia- 
tory attitude, betokening 
perhpps the “new apirit™ 
wenerated at the = recent 
Geneva “summit” — confer- 
ence, but which cannot be 
cynically dsamtuscd, Par- 
ticularly os the pointe 
rrised by the Soviet dele- 
gate appear to have some 
merit. 


WHATEVER polltical ob- 
jeections there may be 
about admitting non-mem- 
hera to the agency—and 
‘hina and East Germany 
are the two Russia haa in 
mind—it is hard to juatify 
the establishment ofan ex- 
elusive “members only” 
club when its chief oim is 
to develop the peaceful use 
of the atom, Pence Is surely 
something which requires 
universal promotion snd 
acceptance. 


This does not dispose of the 
objection, however, and , 
among Western nations 
there will be many = who 
will regard the Russian 
move as an [mplausible ruse 
to bring China and Barr 
Germany into the Assembly 
through the back door, 
Here another point nrises: 
Russia feels that the agenc 
should not have a apeeitil: 
ined or nutonomous status 
dike the World Health 
Organisation, for example), 
but should be — created 
“within the framework of 
the United Nations” and 
linked directly with the 
Assembly and the Security 
Council. 


For. as the Russians point 
‘out, the atom, like Dr 
Jekyll, has « dual person- 
ality. And it is a fair re- 
quest that until its Mr 
Hyde-like | excesses have 
been curbed, , the atom 
needs careful, even strin- 
gent supervision which 
only the United Nations 
can give it, ~ 


If the two Soviet propositions 
are accepted—that the 
ngency should be open’ to 
non-members and that it 
should be tied to the UN— 
surely then (the Russians 
may argue) Chino and 
East Germany need on say 
in the control of this pro- 
ject an well, and therefore, 
admission to the United 

- Nations, This is -- only 
one problem. Another 
‘Ia that Russia has “the 

ower of veto . in the 
ecurity Council. Could she 
be advocating this polley 
purely to gain a far greater 
measure of control than 
sho and her _ antejlites 
would aver possess if 
the ‘agency only had a 
specialised atatus with no 
Security Council  affilla- 
tions? ‘

The British Labour Party today de- 
manded that China be admitted to the 
United Nations and called for the with- 
drawal of Chinese Nationalist forces from 
Formosa to enable the people there to decide 
their own future. 

The demands were made at the Party’s annual 
conference here in a resolution which also called on 
Britain’s Conservative government to take fresh 
{nitiatives for talks between the great powers to 
bring about relaxation of tension and the abolition 
of the H-bomb and other.atomic weapons through 
general disarmament and effective internatiqnal 
supervision. ;

tionMirging the Labour Party to press the govern-
